The railroad commissioners oi New 


Hampshire have submitted their report 
on the appeal of the Boston and Maine 
railroad" from certain restrictions iru 
posed by the board of mayor and alder 
men of this city in tho matter of pro 
posed street railway extensions here. 


The appeal is sustained, antf the -cor 


poration is left free to construct the 
extensions at its own leisure, unharo 
pered by any time limit, and can com 
menoe the work on any route it may see 
fit, instead of being restricted to a par 
ticular one. 


The body of the commissioners' re 


port is published by tie H*r<ild tbis 
evening, for the first time in any news 
paper. It is as follows: 


On the fifteenth day of March, 1901, 


the supreme court in the exercise of 
powers conferred upon it by the legisla- 
ture gr&ited the Boston and Maine rail- 
road corporation what is in effect a fran- 
chise or right to construct extensions j 
find additions to its electric railroad in 
the city of Portsmouth upon four routes 
which were duly set forth and described 
in the corporation's petition for tho same 
for the term of two years. 
On the 


twenty-eighth day of March the said 
Boston and Maine corporation peti- 
tioned the mayor and aldermen of the 
city of Portsmouth for a location ot 
"pTOp'oTea' track, poles'and "other struo' 
tares on said routes, which locations 
were voted by said board of mayor 
| and aldermen May 20th, 1901, upon cc-r- 
tain conditious, among which were the 
following: 


1. That all of tho extensions and 


additions authorized be completed on 
or before Dec. 1st, 1901. 


2 
That the work of construction be 


commenced at a point on Market street 
und prosecuted through Pleasant and 
Marcy streets to New Castle avenue first 
nnd then through South street to Lafa- 
yette road, then from the end of French- 
man'H lane to the Plains, then over the 
Tlains through Middle road to South 
road, then through South road to Lifa- 
yette road, and tout all except that npon 
the Pluins route so called be completed 
before July 15th, 1901. 


3. That if all such extensions are 


not completed before Dec. 1st, 1901, the 
parts then laid shall be taken up and 
removed by the city of Portsmouth at 
the expense of the Boston and Maine 
railroad. 
From these conditions the 


railroad asks to be relieved under an 
act of the legislature approved March 
20th, 1901. 


This action by the board of mayor and 


aldermen of the city of Portsmouth, 


j which amounts to an attempt to radi 


cally amend, and unless certain condi- 
tions are complied with, to virtually re- 
peal a railroad charter granted by 
authority of the legislature, is obvious 
ly based npon the iib.surupiiou that said 
board may determine when oud how 
and where a railioad corporation may 
avail itself of its charter rights in said 
city, that it may eay in effect to such a 
corporation, "Yonr charteied right to 
build a road at any time during two 
yeais qpon any street specified in yonr 
charter is reduced as to certain sti 
to a right to build during the next 
eighty dajn, and ns to others during the 
next three months, and it is abolished 
altogether unless ynn build upon al 
streets, as to which you have an option. 
It is likewise abolished unless you begin 
at a certain point, und proceed in a cer- 
tain order and unless you comply with 
our conditions, tho road which you have 
constructed shall bo romovod at your 
rxpniM', notwithstanding the law whirl 
absolutely prohibits you from dmcoii- 
linuing tho operation of any part 
yonr road." 


Th« r«»»oD gi?2— for sizoh conditions 


and rowtrintions in that t! o mayor and 
aldermen bolmvo or nnnpect that it is 
Iho purpoa •. of thfi Boston and Maine, to 
build npon tho Plain* route and leavo 


stand upon a theory tbat a mayor and 
aldermen may revise and reverse tie 
lecisions of the legislature and the 
superme '-onrt, and are in themselves 
unfair and contrary to the principles 
npon which railroad construction is 
authorized nnd proceeds everywhere. 
The testimony on behalf of the railroad 
showed conclusively that it was imprac- 
ticable if not absolutely impossible to 
construct the located lines according to 
the proscribed conditions of the loca 
tion. It appeared further that unlebs 
the Plains route of said locition was 
completed by the railroad before Octo- 
ber, 1901, another corporation by its 
charter bad the right to build npon it 
in placo of tho petitioner, the Boston 
and Maine, and that therefore common 
business prudenca dictates that the 
petitioner should build npon the Plains 
route at once, even if such building ra- 
snlted in delaying tho construction-of 
the other lines uutil the Plains route is 
completed. 
The board of major and 


aldermen undoubtedly has or should 
have power to guard against unneces- 
sary or careless use of the city streets -n 
constructing tho railroad, but this board 
has no occasion under the act of March 
20th, 1901, to attempt to measure the 
powers of the board of mayor and alder- 
men in this respect, for it finds as a 
fact that the conditions complained of 
are unreasonable and should be set 
aside. 


Therefore the board o£ railroad com- 


missioners sets aside the 
following 


rders of said board of mayor and alder 
men concerning the petitioner's street 
ailway in said Portsmouth, viz : 


•'III. 
That said petitioners must 


}uild nil and complete all, and not less 
;han all, the extensions, branches and 
additions to its electric road on or be- 
!oro the first day of December, 1901."

The cabinet on hearing the rea 
sons the president advanced. \\ hi< h un- 
substantially s>et forth in the public an 
nouncenieut—namely, that talk of a 
third term would react ou the national 
policies the administration is endeavor- 
ing to promote—coincided with the 
view of their chief that the present 
Tvas an opportune time for its promul- 
gation. 
The phraseology of the an- 


nouncement was considered further by 
the cabinet, and after a change or two 
from the rinst draft Secretary I'ortelyoii 
was directed to make it public. 


Prealdtmt'n Statement.

out nt the White Hoube: 
i.-M regret .that- the suggestion of a 
third term has been niude.

whether 1 am called upon to gh e It no- 
tice. But there arc now questions of 
the gruve.st importance before the ad- 
ministration and the country, and their 
just consideration should not be preju- 
diced in the public miud by even the 
suspicion of the thought of a third 
term.

He then cut his own 
throat. On a table in the parlor was a 
poeni entitled "Tired of Life." It is 
presumed Breslin was temporarily in- 
sane.

Baltimore, June 12.—Marion C John- 


son and Louis F. Buskey are at the 
Baltimore University hospital suffering 
from serious and probably fatal inju- 
ries sustained by a fall from n scaffold 
in front of a house which they were 
painting. The scaffold on which they 
were seated consisted of a ladder sus- 
pended by ropes from the eaves and 
was at a height of about 40 fett from 
the pavement, when without any ap- 
parent cause the ladder snapped in 
twain, precipitating the men to the 
pavement below. Buskey struck on his 
head ou the stone coping of the cellar 
window, fracturing his skull. Johnson 
struck ou his back, sustaining a deep 
wound m the hip and set eral broken 
boues.

Honolulu, June 3, via San Francisco, 


June 12.—Details of th« most sensa- 
tional tragedy at sea, that has ever 
been reported since the famous mutiny 
on the bark Hesper some years ago 
were brought last Sunday by the Amer- 
ican schoouar J. A. Campbell, Captain 
A. L.*Sunth. from Port Blakeley, with 
lumber. The.mate of the vessel, Adam 
Huber, was murdered by the Chinese 
cook, and the latter, after terrorizing 
the whole crew by holding possession 
of the galley for nearly 24 hours, dur- 
ing which it was every moment feared 
he would set fire to the vessel, was sub 
jeetecl to a steaming process to bring 
him out, but he shot himself rather 
than come forth and be captured. 
When the crew finally entered .the gal- 
ley, they found-the Chinaman's body 
literallv cooked bv steam. 


lliller Syndicate Dividend Promised. 


New York, June 12.—Referee Bob- 


ert F, Tilney, in Brooklyn, has present- 
ed to the creditors of the Miller Frank- 
lin syndicate the accounts of Trustee 
John B. Lord in the settlement of 
claims pending against the defunct 
concern, and it was decided to accept 
the proposition of a 6 per cent dividend 
on the 3,000 proved claims, amounting 
to $287,000, making the net sum about 
|17,300 to be divided among the in- 
vestors drawn into the Miller scheme. 
William F. Miller was sentenced to ten 
years iu SIngr Sing for his management 
of the syndicate and the acceptance 
of moneys on a guarantee of weekly 
returns of 10 per cent, or 520 per cent 
a year. The dividend money \\ill be 
paid as soon as Mr. Tilney has com- 
pleted the computations of the 8,000 
claims.

Tlie Lack of Perception. 


Want of perception is the rock upon 


which many c.nx-fully constructed plans 
go to pit-<»!'.. A nicely adjusted discrimi- 
nation asSfo "what is what" is invalua- 
ble in every walk of life, but particularly 
is it essential to social aspirants, to whom 
it is just the quality above all others that 
will insure thc-ir success. It is very odd 
how many people scorn totally lacking in 
such perception- They will choose the 
wrong people us acquaintances aud, de- 
spite their anxiety to do the right thing, 
will provoke criticism by doing precisely 
the" wrong one. This quality must either 
be inborn or acquired by long association 
and early education. It is quite hopeless 
for an adult who has neither to see where- 
in he lacks or to avoid the pitfalls which | 
are always spread for the unwary. Per- 
ception and tact are quite different, al- 
though they arc nearly allied. It goes 
•without saying that.a tactCul^ person has 
perception. lie could not be tactful with- 
out it, but perception does not always 
imply tact. It is simply a knowledge of 
cause and effect. How thot knowledge is 
to be applied is another matter. A per- 
son who has perception is never vulgar 
or even what is called common, neither 
could he ever be guilty of any obvious 
snobbery. It has as much saving virtue 
as a scuse of humor, which also is an in- 
vulnerable artmonisher to its possessor. 
We have all of us felt the sense of hope- 
lessness over people who do the wrong 
thing and who never do and never will 
know it. The feeling in either great or 
little things is equally tormenting, wheth- 
er it is Mr. James' American lady who 
feels a wild rage that the duchess will 
never, never know that she herself is bad- 
ly gowned and that the former is perfect- 
ly dressed or a valued friend or relation 
whom we hopelessly feel must ''dree their 
weird" all for the want of a little insight 
which we are helpless to give them.

Hint* to A'eedlevromen. 


Xever use long basting threads, espe- 


cially in the basting of waists, nor thin!? 
to save time by taking long stitches 
1'ins should be used plentifully while fit- 
ting a garment on the figure, but the} 
should be replaced immediately with reg 
ular basting the moment the garment is- 
removed. Tlie position for hooks or but 
tons- and for the corresponding eyes 01 
button holes should be carefully outlined 
with thread in preference to marking 
with pencil or soapstone. 


When curved seams are to be stitched 


up on the machine, fine basting—i. e., by 
means of short switches—becomes impera- 
tive if the seamstress would avoid puck- 
ering in her work. If such curved work 
be around the foot of a' skirt, as in thr 
case of a flared ruffle, the -hem first 
should be basted, lightly sponged and 
carefully pressed before the stitching is 
done. The amateur dressmaker is some 
times troubled over a slight bulging a> 
the point of a dart in the skirt or bodii c- 
when otherwise the garment fits most 
satisfactorily. Generally this may be oh 
viated by lightly sponging- the part in 
question, and pressing with hot iron so 
that a quick shrinking follows.—Harper's- 
Bazar.

In all 
such work woman's deft and facile touch 
is valued. Exactness is a main require- 
ment for scientific purpose, but the illus- 
trator must at the same time possess a 
feeling and appreciation for the life and 
nature of the plant that serves as model.

It was a pleasant afternoon, and 


Fiftli avenue was crowded with people 
to watch the parade. A gayer, pleas- 
antcr scene it would have beea hard to 
find at 3 o'clock or a sadder one at 4. 


The Ancient Order of Hibernians, com- 


ing along with bands nnd banners, were 
nearing Forty-sixth street when suddenly 
there sounded noarse shouts and the an- 
gry clang of fire gongs, and down For- 
ty-second street came Hook and Ladder 
4 on a dead nm and swung into Fifth 
avenue straight at the pompous paraders, 
who immediately became hadly scaled 
Irishmen and took to their heels. But 
the big laddeis went no farther. 
Here 


thf-y were needed—oh, so badly needed— 
for the AVindsor hotel was on fire—the 
famous Windsor hotel, at Fifth avenue 
aud Forty-seventh street. It was on fire 
and far gone v.-ith fire (the thing seems 
incredible) before ever the engines were 
called, and the reason was that every- 
body supposed that of course somebody 
had sent the alnrm. 


And so they all -Hatched the fire and 


waited for the engines, 10 minutes, 15 
minutes, and by that time a great column 
of flume was roaring up the elevator 
shaft, aud people on the roof in their 
madness were jumping down to the 
stieet. Then some sane citizen went to 
a fire box and rancc the call, and within 
00 seconds Engine G3 was on the ground. 
And after it came Engines 5-i aud 21, 
and then hook and ladder companies. 
But theie \vns no making up that lost 15 
minutes. The fire had things in its teeth 
now, and three, four, five alarms went 
out in quick succession. Twenty-three 
engines had their streams on that fire in 
almost as many minutes. And the big 
fire tower came from Thirty-sixth street 
and Ninth avenue and sis hook and lad- 
der companies arrived. 


Let us see how Hook and Ladder 21 


catne. She was the mate of the fire tow- 
er, and the rush of her galloping horses 
was echoing up the avenue just as Bat- 
talion Chief John Biuns made out a wo- 
man in a seventh story v indow on the 
Forty-sixth street side, where the fire 
was i aging fiercely. The woman \\as 
holding a little dog in her arms, and it 
looked as ir she was going to jump. The 
chief waved to her to stay where she 
was and, running toward the truck, mo- 
tioned it into Forty-sixth street, where- 
upon the tillcrman at his back wheel did 
a pretty piece of steering, and even as 
they plunged along the crew began hoist- 
ing the big ladder. Such a thing is nev- 
er done, for the truck might upset with 
the swaying. But every second counted 
here, and they took the chance. 


As they drew along the curb Fireman 


McDermott sprang up the slowly rising 
ladder, and two men came behind with 
scaling ladders, for they saw that the 
main ladder would never reach the wo- 
man. 
Five stories is what it did reach, 


nnd then McDermott, standing on the 
top round, smashed ono of the scaling 
ladders through a sixth story window 
and climbed on, smashed the second scal- 
ing ladder through a seventh story win- 
dow, and five seconds later had the wo- 
man in his arms. 


To carry a -noman down the front of a 


burning building on scaling ladders is n 
matter of regular routine for a fireman, 
like jumping from a fourth story down to 
a net or making a bridge of his body. It 
is part of the business. But to have ono 
foot in the air reaching for a lower step 
on a swaying, flimsy thing nnd to feel the 
other step break under you and to fall 
t^vo feet and catch safely—that is a 
thing not every fireman could do. 
But 


McDermott did it, and he brought the 
woman safely to the ground—and the 
dog too. 


Almost at tie same moment the crowd 


on Forty-seventh street was gasping in 
admiration of a rescue feat even more 
thrilling. On the roof, screaming in ter- 
ror, 
was Kate Flannigan, a servant, 


swaying over the cornice, on the point of 
throwing herself down. Then out of n 
top floor window crept a little fireman 
and stood on the fire escape gasping for 
air. 
Then he reached in and dragged 


out an unconscious woman ana lowered 
her to others and was just starting down 
himself when yells from the street made 
him look up, nnd he saw Kate Flanni- 
gan. 
She -nas ten feet above him, anc 


he had no meaas of reaching her. 


The ciowd watched anxiously and saw 


the little fireman lean back over the fire 
cscnpo nnd motion and shout something 
to the woman. And then she crept ovei 
the cornice edge, hung by her hands for 
a second and dropped into the fireman's 
arms. It isn't every big, strong man who 
could cntf-h a sizable woman in a fnl 
like that nnd hold her, but this stripling 
did it because he had the nerve nnd knew 
how. 
And that made another life saved. 


By this time flumes wore breaking out 


ot every story from street to roof. It 
seemed impossible to go on with the res- 
cue work, yet the men persisted even on 
the Fifth nvenue front, bare of fire cs- 
cnpfs. They used the long extension lad- 
dors ns far ns they conld and then "scal- 
ed it" from \\imlow to window. Here it 
\\tis that William Clnrk of ITook and 
Ladder 7 made the rescues that gave him 
the Itcnnrtt modal—took three women 
out of seventh story windows when it

wonder is to me that so few instances of 
complete nervous and mental collapse are 
to be found among the men who spend 
their lives in handling large sums of 
money that belong to other people. 


''The dread which constantly haunts a 


bookkeeper is something terrific. 
The 


very slightest mistake will throw^ him 
lear out of balance, and in many cases 
the accountant does not enjoy that sys- 
tem of checks which enables him to bal- 
uice his books as he goes along. Banking 
institutions close their accounts as they 
?o nlong, and the men who work in these 
ustitutions know the charges, the credits 
ind the balances generally at the end of 
•ach day's work, thanks to the system of 
daily clearances. This makes the work 
of the honest man in the bank easier, 


'But the harder lot falls to another 


class of accountants who are forced to 
laudle large sums of money daily, men 
who receive money in various amounts 
of various denominations and for -vari- 
ous purposes and who have to pay it out 
n the same way; men who in the regular 
course of things have to take due bills 
Trom stockholders and employees and 
who have many other such practices to 
deal with. These things go to the very 
vitals of his professional efficiency and 
his personal integrity, and hence he is 
constantly haunted by the dread that 
some small error through no fault of his 
will creep into his record to reproach 


in one way or another. 


The point is that the bookkeeper is 


not sufficiently protected, for errors may 
slip in from side lines, by overlooking a 
misplaced due bill or something of that 
sort. On the other hand, so much has 
jcen received and so much has been paid 
out in the regular course of business, and 
the employer will take the balance sheet 
:or a correct -story of the company's 
Business. The incomes and the outputs 
must balance, but the poor accountant 
Iroijuently finds himself toiling far into 


night in an effort to bring about this 


lappy result. He knows that there must 
not be the difference of n hair's breadth, 
figuiativcly speaking, when his employer 
scans the balance sheet, for in this age 
of easily aroused suspicion he feels that 
lis personal integrity is involved in the 
matter. 
Correct balances do not only 


measure the professional efficiency of the 
accountant, hut they also form a yard- 
tick by which the employer measures the 
moral worth of the man. 


"These reflections and my own experi- 


ence strengthen the sympathy I have for 
;hat vast horde of fellows who are keep- 
Ing daily tab on the world's business, 
footing up the profits and losses and fig- 
uring the balances first one way and 
then the other at the setting of each 
day's sun."—New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat 


A Loat Chance.

Exchange," said an old broker, "and I was 
newly married, too, that I indulged in an 
occasional flier for pin money. 
One 


morning I saw a chance to 'make a good 
turn on Erie, and I plunged.

When I reached 
home, I asked my wife to come down 
town with me the next morning and pur- 
chase as handsome a diamond necklace 
ns my $15,000 would buy.

A second rescuing party, headed by 


Bernard Callagb.au, mine insiieetor of 
the ninth bituminous disu-ict. started 
In yesterday morning1, wlic-n it also was 
caught la the fourth explosion a half 
mile from the shaft bottom. 


A fifth explosion occurred yesterday 


afternoon at 3 o'clock while the oflu-ials 
\vefe deliberating whether to make an- 
other attempt at rescue. 


Coal, slivers and timbers, and clouds 


of dust were hurled out of the shaft 
with terrible force. All honi o' get- 
ting out the men in the mine was then 
abondoned. 


After a consultation it was decided 


to flood the mine, and the Youghiogrhe- 
ny river was turned Iu. 


It was seven years ago when the 


channel or bore through which the wa- 
ters of the river are now rushing into 
the mine was made in order to flood 
the mine alter a similar explosion. 
Then a plug was inserted in the hole, 
and last night it was removed for the 
first time. 


Heartrending; Scenes. 


As the mine began to fill and those 


weeping about the shaft knew that the 
fathers, sons and brothers below were 
forever lost the scene was heartrend- 
ing. It will be eight weeks before the 
mine can be opened and the bodies re- 
covered.

Loelce«l:Out Miners Evicted. 


Williamspurt, Pa., .lunu. 12.—Sheriff 


H. W. Osier has evicted the families of 
two of the locked out miners of the 
State Line and Sullivan Railroad com 
pany's colliery at Beruice, Sullivan 
county.
